PARISIAN SILHOUETTE 

1 oz. fat, 5 eggs, 1 teaspoonful 
mustard, salt, 2 ozs. spaghetti, 1} ozs.

set. Meanwhile cook the spaghetti in 
fast-boiling salted water. When 
thoroughly cooked drain off the 
liquid, get rid of any surplus 
moisture by allowing the pan to re- 
main over a low heat for a few 
minutes. Stir the cheese into the 
spaghetti and place on a hot dish. 
Serve the eggs on the bed of 
spaghetti.

MR. ERNEST HAYES 
AS PAINTER 


AA. 


A FIRST EXHIBITION 
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To describe Mr. Ernest Hayes’s exhibition 
of pictures at the Victor Waddington Gal- 
leries, South Anne street, Dublin, as being 
adventurous would possibly sound ungenerous 
to a very promising artist, but it conveys an 
admirable impression of the man and his 
work—its ambition, variety, painstaking 
thoroughness, and general standard of ex- 
cellence. Mr. Hayes, who is a student of the 
College of Art, provides a most attractive 
first exhibition, with pictures in many 
mediums, to suit almost every taste. He 
was described by Mr. Dermod O’Brien, 
P.,R.H.A., who opened the exhibition, as 
being a “past pupil,” but in the 64 pictures 
on view—thirty-two of which are in water 
colours, and the others in oils and black and 
white drawing—there is no suggestion that 
his venture into the exhibition field is pre- 
mature. 

The larger pictures in oils immediately at- 
tract attention, not so much because they 
are prominently hung, as that in some re- 
spects they offer strong evidence of the artist's 
real powers of depiction and control of tone. 
Two of them, “In the Artist’s Home,” a 
drawingroom scene, and '' My Studio,”’ re- 
veal distinctive depth and a firmness of tone 
rarely achieved in early pictures. The in- 
teriors are excellent, and the light and shade 
contrasts in the latter picture ate beautifully 
brought out, without losing the delightful 
effect of twilight on the clutter of articles 
in the room. Another picture in oils, 
‘*Venus of To-day,” depicting the modern 
girl, is a very painstaking work, 
but rather hard. Throughout, the 
artist is striving earnestly, but his 
‘““Tidings,”” a Grecian courtyard scene, 
reminiscent of Sir Lawrence Alma-Tadema, 1s 
delightful in its colour and form, although 
the theme is old-fashioned, and cld-fashioned 
themes need to be done brilliantly to secure 
the best results. 

Mr. Hayes has not had much opportunity, 
apparenily, of studying “ea forms, yet, on 
the whole, he seems to he better in water- 
colours than in oils. ‘There is one little 
picture, '“A Stormy Day,” that truly 
captures the rage of the sea in storm, and 
the sweep of the wind across the sand- 
dunes; and “The Herring Fleet” and 
“ Howth Harbour ” bring out a fine delicacy 
of colouring in sky and sea. ‘‘A Sheltered 
Home ” is a very nice little composition, and 
is. as in several others, the light land- 
rings in a good deal of fine natural 

His black-and-white drawings supply 
a too-often ueglected feature, and are a 
good standard all round.

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FUNERAL OF DR. T. W. 
RICE

I see that Lieutenant-General J. G. 
Dill, the Belfast man who went out to 
Palestine to command the Forces there 
during the troublous times of the past 
eighteen months, is now to take over an 
Engiish covimand. Next week he becomes 
General Officer Commanding-in-Chief of 
the Aldershot Command. 

His Northern ancestry—his father was 
a Belfast man, and his mother came from 
Lurgan—seems to have given him a level- 
headedness that has led him to some of 
the most important posts in the Army. 
Although he only entered the Army in 
1901, after passing through Sandhurst, he 
serv. i in the South African War in that 
year. and was awarded the Queen’s medal 
with five clasps. Service during the Great 
War brought him decorations from France 
and Belgium as well as from his own 
country. 

After holding several important posts at 
home and in India Lieutenant-General 
Dill became Commandant of the Staff 
College at Camberley. in 1931. 
remained there until 1934, when he was 
posted as Director of Operations and 
Intelligence at the War Office. It was 
from that position he was selected for the 
difficult task of quelling the Arab-Jew 
riots in Palestine last year. 


Harvest Toney 


I spent the other afternoon on a County 
Dublin farm. They were threshing in the 
haggard, and the hum of the mill was 
music to my city ears. All the workers 
were in a merry mood, and the bronzed 
men and women were laughing and singing 
with the joy of life. 

The tarmer explained that the women 
were relatives of his men, and that it was 
necessary to employ them in order to com- 
plete the threshing in one day. 

He told me that the men were in good 
spirits, because, when the threshing is 
over, they are paid harvest money. This 
is an old custom in the county, and the 
bonus on some of the larger farms is as 
much as £5 for the senior farm hands. 
Even cowmen who are not required to 
plough or harrow the land are paid their 
shares. 

This harvest gift enables the men to 
buy strong boots and overcoats for the 
winter. 


Ashley Dukes 


When Mr. Ashley Dukes comes to 
Dublin in December to lecture to the 
Royal Dublin Society on ‘‘The Poct 
Returns to the Stage,” he will be wel- 
comed as the person primarily responsible 
for that return in so far as London’s 
West End is concerned. He has founded 
the Mercury Theatre for the production 
of verse plays, and achieved a deserved 
success with Mr. T. 8. Eliot’s ‘‘ Murder 
in the Cathedral.’’ This play has been on 
tour for two years in all parts of England. 
and will soon be presented in New York 
by the original London cast. 

Beginning his association with dramatic 
criticism with the late A. R. Orage in 
“he New Age,” Mr. Dukes wrote his 
first play “ Civil War,” while writing for 
that vital periodical. He is, however, 
most widely known by his translations 
from French and German, and it was he 
who introduced Kaiser and Toller to the 
English stage. Two of his plays have 


been seen at the Dublin Gate Theatre, % 


both of which are memorable. He fs the 
author of the wholly delightful “ The 
Man With a Load of Mischief’ and 
translator of “ Jew Suss.’”’ 

He is now one of the editors cf 
“Theatre Arts Monthly ” and the author 
of several works on the development of 
dramatic art. Born at Bridewater in 1885, 
Mr. Dukes was educated in Manchester 
and Munich, and served for four years in 
the Machine Gun Corps during the war.

Hospital is in a position to celebrate a 
very odd kind of centenary this year? 
he hospital, built on the site of the 
old lary ouse on George’s quay, was 
founded by Sir Joseph Barrington an 
his sons in 18631. Six years later, how- 
ever—in 1837—the second baronet, Sir 
Matthew Barrington, hit upon a novel 
idea for the provision of funds for the 
hospital and assistance of Limerick’s 
eae. He established a kind of Mont de 
séte, or loan office, something on the 
lines of those to be found on the Continent, 
which worked well for quite a number of 
years. I believe that it was not closed 
down until 1884. 

I have always had a high opinion of 
the people who think up original methods 
of getting money to help hospitals, but I 
certainly think that if I was awarding a 
prize for originality it would have gone 
to Sir Matthew. There was-no doubt that 
they had plenty of good ideas for bringing 
in the money in the old days; and the 
first Master of the Rotunda, Bartholomew 
Mosse, organised what must have been the 
first sweepstake to help his hospital some- 
where around the 1760’s. Unfortunately, 
the law took a poor view of lotteries, and 
déclined to allow the draw to take place, 
so all the subscribers got their money 
back.

A Popular Fallacy

Madame O'Callaghan 


The new title which Miss Muriel D’Oyly 
Battley takes as the wife of The O’Cal- 
laghan, has not been used by the family 
during this generation. The O'Callaghan 
is head of one of the oldest families in 
Clare, and connected with almost every 
family of note in the South of Ireland. 
Of course, the title is a fourteenth century 
one, which comes from the Irish clans. 
Colonel O'Callaghan Westropp inherited 
the Westropp*estates from that family, 
which settled in Ireland some six hundred 
years ago. Madame O’Callaghan’s father, 
the late Major Pilkington Wilson, 
formerly of Dunboyne Castle, was very 
popular in County Meath. When his wife 
inherited Belvedere Hall from her father, 
the late Colonel D’Oyly Battley, he wished 
her to take the family name again. He 
represented the Earls of Belvedere, and 
all the old paintings. and historical 
treasures which are now at Belvedere Hall 
were brought from the various residences 
of the old family. The late Colonel 
D’Oyly Battley, who was High Sheriff’ cf 
County Wicklow, was known for his genial 
personality and his love of hunting. 
There are old retainers at Belvedere Hall 
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| an old portrait of the banker who financed 
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who have been in the family for three 
generations. The D’Oyly Battleys, whe 
were English baronets, were staunch 
supporters of Warren Hastings, and stood 
by him in all his vicissitudes. There 1s 
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Hastings at Belvedere Hall, and there rests 
also the famous Earl of Belvedere, who is 
best remembered in Ireland for having 
ruthlessly imprisoned hls beautiful young 
wife for thirty years in the mansions 
which now house Belvedere College. This 
beautiful girl—one of thirteen children of 
the great Lord Molesworth—was dis- 
covered trying to elope with her lover 
from Belvedere by her husband, who 
never forgave her, and locked up his 
lovely countess for thirty years. All 
efforts to discover her whereabouts seemed 
in vain. and she died, I believe, in the

whose reason had been impaired by her 
confinement.

Gordon Bottomley in the course of an 

interview in which the prospects of 
poctry in the theatre were discussed. The 
first stage is tobe found in the realistic 
play, in which language is used for the con- 
cealment of thought; the second, and higher, 
stage is where poetry enters. Poetry is the 
distillation of life m language. 

Language in the drama has different func- 
tions, each distinct and directed towards a 
varying objective. In the realistic drama of 
the contemporary. English theatre language is 
used with only its. superficial meaning, and 
directed almost entirely fowards amusement. 
In the poetic drama the sound of language is 
a part of its meaning. Since poetry has 
ceased to be read aloud this has been

To- 
day there were many~poets writing for the 
stage, and their work had attracted audi- 
ences sufficient, at least, to justify its pre- 
sentation on the stage. is movement 
towards poet on the stage had been 
materially ‘assisted by the development of 
the “ little theatre’’ idea in England, be- 
cause it was in a small theatre that poetry 
could be most effective and most econo-

Armagh, yesterday. i 

The Primate was most cordialls received, 
and, following his welcome by the Arch- 
deacon of Armagh (the Ven. A. Lockett 
Ford), the members of the Synod rose in 
their places to congratulate him on bis 
restoration to health. i 
*Nominating .Lord Justice Best, Chancellor 
of the Diocese, as his assessor, the Primate 
said that there was no one to whom he 
owed more. They coild hardly realise the 
number of difficult questions of law that he 
had to ask his Chancellor from time to time, 
aod Lord Justice Best never failed him. 

The Primate expressed his sincere pleasure 
in meeting the members oj the Synod, 
observing that a very few months ago he 
was led to believe that the days of his 
active ministrations were numbered. and that 
it seemed so inevitable that he took the 
first steps towards retirement, but quite 
beyond all his expectation, a very remark- 
able recovery had been granted to him, and 
he felt able to carry on his work without 
difficulty. (Loud applause.) So many kind 
messages Of satisfaction had reached him 
that he addressed them that morning with 
profound feelings of gratitudé and thankful- 
ness. 


CIVILISATION MENACED 


Having made sympathetic references to the 
passing, during the year, of members of the 
diocese, the Primate said that there was a 
situation in the world of our day which 
constituted’ a- menace to human happiness, 
which, indeed, threatened to destroy the very 
foundations, not only of Christian civilisation, 
but of all civilisation. 

“ Modern science, with its mastery of 
mechanism and of chemistry, has,” he con- 
tinued, “ devised new ways of controllin 
the forces of nature, which are capable o 
being used for purposes of the highest utility, 
but can also be employed most terribly for 
destruction. Í refer more especially to the 
conquest of the air and the invention of 
chemical compounds of an explosive or 
poisonous quality. Things happening just 
now in the Far East exhibit in a very awful 
way the possibilities of the new ways of war- 
fare. Crowded cities and their inhabitants 
are at the mercy of ruthless foes who can 
rain down destruction upon them. The aim 
of this kind of warfare is clearly to establish 
a reign of terror. 

“ It would seem that when methods of this 
kind are adopted there is no limit which can 
be set to them. It may be said, indeed, that 
science has outstripped humanity; and ruth- 
Jess tyranny which can gain sufficient ascend- 
ancy can terrify nations into submission. 
Nothing more awful than that can 
imagined 

‘** Sometimes it will be found that a great 
oet can be a prophet. May I point out that 
ennyson, one of the greatest of poets, saw 
this with clear vision nearly a century ago. 
i "In kis ‘In Memoriam’ are the following

Moving that the report of the Diocesan 
Council be taken into consideration, the Rev. 
T. F. Campbell, Diocesan Secretary, said that 
it showed once more a satisfactory record of 
steady, if uneventful, work throughout the 
diocese. 

An increasing number of subscribers was 
taking advantage of the scheme of covenant 
subscri tions, and now that income tax was 
so high the benefit was well worth while. 
He ga out however, that it applied only 
to those subscribers who were liable for in- 
come tax at the full standard rate on some 
part of their income. e procedure was 
that the subscriber of any amount from £1 
upwards to his parochial funds (Sustentation 

und) entered into a covenant with the 
Representative Body to pay his subscription 
direct to them for a period of seven years. 
The Representative Body recovered the in- 
come tax on the subscription and credited the 
whole amount, iess as small percentage for 
expenses, tc the parish, notified him of the 
credit, and the demand for assessment sent 
out to the parish was reduced by a cor- 
responding amount. Though the covenant 
was for seven years, it terminated automati- 
cally on the death of the contributor, and 
also if circumstances compelled it, the 
covenant could be revoked with the consent 
of the Representative Body. 

Th€ amount received from parishes under 
the supplemental scheme—that was, for 
augmentation and other stipend not included 
in the original scheme—-was £5,101 17s. 8d., 
which was £37 3s. 3d. more than the amount 
for the previous year, and the total amount 
of diocesan grants for stipend, including Cen- 
tral Church Fund grants, was £3,281. 


SUPPLEMENTAL SCHEME 


In comparing the total balance to credit 
of supplemental scheme funds at the end of 
1936 with that of the previous year they 
found that there was an increase of exactly 

‘ That meant that all the available 
jocesan money was used except the £300 
which was earmarked for the diocesan 
curate’s stipend, so that they had now no 
free diocesan tunds left from which to make 
fresh grants, and he knew of no source from 
which their funds were likely to be increased 
in future. The only possible source was from 
increased support from the Parochial Aid 
Fund. 

He knew that when the augmentation fund 
was started fifteen or sixtcen years ago, there 
were some parishes which undertook to pay 
sums which they had since found themselves 
unable to maintain, in some cases because 
they were too optimistic, and in others 
through the loss of generous parishioners. It 
had been possible heretofore for the Council 
to help cases of that sort, which, it was 
satisfied, were deserving, because after the 
grants contracted for in the augmentation 
scheme had been provided for, there was 4 
eertain amount of fresh money which had 
become available from time to time from 
savings effected from amalgamations, as those 
took effect, and from the death of the few 
remaining annuitants under the Disestablish- 
ment Act. which set free the amount of their 
annuities for diocesan purposes. Both those 
sources had dried up. No more could be 
expected from them, so that to those parishes 
which were finding the strain of maintaining 
their assessment or augmentation too much, 
and came to the Council for grants, they 
must reeretfuliy say that they had no funds 
left. However, he felt confident that now 
that prosperity was undoubtedly returning 
after the lean period that thev had heen 
passing through, their peonle would not be 
slow to make good any deficiency in their 
parish accounts. 

The Right Hon. H. B. Armstrong seconded 
the motion, which was passed, and the report 
was adopted. 

The report of the Board of Missions re- 
corded that a sum of £2,958 10s. 8d. had 
been contributed by the pirishes to foreign 
missions. This amount was [ower than that sent 
in in 1935, but somewhat greater than that 
sent in in 1934. The Women's Union branch 
of the Church Missionary Society in the 
diocese contributed about £90. Thus the 
whole total for 1936 was about £5 048 10s. 8d 

Resolutions were passed. approving in 
principle the suggestions contained in the re- 
port of the Clergy Mobility Commission to 
the General Synod, 1936; and, with a view 
to facilitating mobility of clergy, requesting 
the Diocesan Council to consider the 
advisability of revising the rules of the Long 
Service Fund, so that previous service in 
other dioceses of the Church of Ireland might 
receive due recognition.

THE COST OF LIVING 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

IR,—Í have read with interest your lead: 
ing article on the cost of living in the Irish 
Free State as compared with England, and, 
while 1 am im agreement with 
of the points raised, there is one remark 
which, in the interest of the public, I feel 
should not be allowed to pass unchallenged. 

1 refer to your statemen : that “‘the cheapest 
tea costs 6d. per |b, above the English price,” 
and would like to bring to your notice the 
following facts Th- bulk of our tea supplies 

ss through the London market, and 
lenders here can purchase their tea in bulk 
at virtually the same figure as the English 
blender, except for the fact that they must 
bear the cost of transporting the commodity 
from Loudon to Dublin, This means that, 
other things being equal, the wholesale price 
of tea in Dublia would be only a fragtion 
above that charged fo~ tea of the same quality 
in England, t will be »emembered, how- 
ever, that in our last Budget the tea duty 
was reducea by 4d, per lb. Prior to this re- 
duction, the rate. of duty hére and in Eng- 
land were the same, and since the English 
duty remained unchanged the consumer here 
gained an ddvantage of 4d. 

Owing to sharp rises in the London market 
price, the public have had to pay more for 
their tea recently, and so it seems as if they 
were not benefiting by the reduction in the 
rates of duty. But let me assure them that, 
if they were living across the water, they 
would not be paying 6d. per Ib. less for 
their tea, but’ probably about ód. per Ib, 
more for the same, or even an _ inferior 
quality ! ' 

It should be noted in this connection that 
the standard of tea demanded by the Irish 
consumér is in most cases considerably above 
that of the lowest grade sold in England, an 
important factor when comparing price levels 
in the two countries.—Yours, et,

What the policy recommended in the 
circular letter means is that, unless the 
public is prepared to pay anything from 
ten to twenty shillings a hundredweight 
more for its butter, it must be prepared 
to go without, and eat its bread quite dry. 
Some European countries find this dry 
bread essential to a balanced 
economy: in our case dry bread would be 
the symptom of a thoroughly unnatural 
economy. 

The Minister for Agriculture has done 
well to remind the. composers of this

under a. deep obligation to the whole 
population of this country. For more than 
five years butter consumers here have been 
compelled to pay a great deal more than 
the world price for their supplies; and 
during those five years the organisation 
which is now so anxious to follow the 
world market failed to express any similar 
anxiety. When Free State butter could 
be bought in almost unlimited quantities 
in the towns and cities of Great Britain at 
tenpence a pound, there was no demand 
from the Creainery: Managers’ Association 
that the price in the home market should 
be reduced to the same figure. Yet during 
the period the consumer in this country 
was compelled to pay as mich as seven- 
pence a pdund above the ruling world 
market price. It would appear as if those 
who control the industry—or, 
those who profess to speak for it on this 
occasion—desire to have things both ways.

We 
trust that he will be as resolute in action 
as he has been quick of speech, and that 
he will implement his promise to ensure 
an adequate butter supply, at not more 
than the current price, during the winter 
season. When he has done so, he might 
find time to attend to the ramshackle 
structure which he has erected about the 
industry. His system of levies, subsidies, 
bounties and registration has collapsed 
about him, its pillars shaken by those 
whom it was designed to save.

In these days of National 
Socialism and kindred philosophies, great 
engineering serve 
nations to their ‘neighbours’ cost. The 
splendid new road system of Germany 
equips the Reich for warfare, and it ends 
at the German frontier; we do not hear 
of millions spent on highways by which a 
German citizen may hasten to the Paris 
Exhibition or to the musical festivals of 
Prague. Nearer home we do not hear of 
the widening of bridges that 
travellers across the Blackwater or the 
Erne, where these divide two States. On 
the other hand, two fine bridges have been 
built 
whereby travellers are carried to an island 
and from the island back to the mainland, 
in a détour that spares them from setting 
foot in County Donegal. With the Boa 
Island. bridges, and the delightful motor 
trip which they subserve, we have no 
fault to find, considered as aids to a 
pleasant tour ; but Irishmen on both sides 
of the border ought to contrast this costly 
expedient to prevent travel between State 
and State with Denmark’s lavish expendi.

The new headquarters and terminal 
buildings of Imperial Airways now bein 
erected just outside Victoria Station wil 
enable passengers to pass through swing 
doors from the new offices direct to their 
trains.

More Jew-Baiting 


Rumours were current last week that 
the German Government intends to take 
further measures against its Jewish 
citizens, but nothing happened until 
yesterday, when the fFranco-German 
frontier was closed. Jews. were not 
allowed to leave Germany, and, if any 
insisted upon continuing their journeys 
at railway stations, their passports were 
taken from them. and they were told that 
they would not be allowed to return. No 
reason has been given for these new 
restrictions, which ha¥e affected hundreds 
of Jews, as it is a custom of many to 
cross the frontier regularly to visit 
members of their families settled in 
France; but it is suggested here that the 
orders may have been inspired by the fear 
that the Jews. are carrying on a traffic in 
currency, 


Staggered Office Hours. 


Recently a proposal was advanced that 
office hours in business houses in London 
should be ‘‘staggered,”” or spread over a 
longer period, in order that the workers 
might travel to and from business more 
comfortably than at present, crowded 
trains, trams and omnibuses being the 
rule. The idea was supportel by the 
London Passenger Transport Board. The 
London County Council took a great 
deal of trouble to collect 
likely to prove of value. The National 
Union of Clerks oppose the idea, how- 


ever, basing their objection on the ground 
that the ‘‘staggering’’ would lead to a 
longer working day;for the clerk, and 
that it would entail great hardship on 
junior members of the profession, as in 
many instances it would upset all their 
leisure activities.

THE FIVE PANELS 


—F— 


Moving the Second Reading, Mr. DE 
VALERA said that the Constitution had 
indicated in a general way what were to 
be the character of the panels. One panel 
was to be cultural and educational, 
another the agricultural panel, another the 
labour panel, another industrial and com 
mercial panel, and, finally, an administra 
tive panel. 

The Constitution, however; did not pre 
scribe the number that was to be elected 
from each of those panels or the manner 
in which the panels were to be formed, 
nor, finally, the electorate by which the 
selection was te be made from the panels. 
The purpose of this bill was to make the 
necessary provision for the election of the 
panel candidates. The numbers proposed 
in the bill were five members for the 
cultural and educational panel, eleven each 
for agriculture and labour panels, nine 
members for the industrial and com 
mercial panel, and seven for the adminis 
trative panel. 

He thought that one of the first things 
that would be advanced by way of 
criticism would be the small number 
allotted to the cultural and educational 
panel. but to that number he believed 
there was entitled to be added the six 
members that were to be elected direct by 
the Universities, which made a total of 
eleven. The Government considered that 
the six to be chosen bv the Universities 
themselves would largely come from the 
class covered by the terms educational and 
cultural. There was no necessity for him 
to justify the giving of eleven members to 
the panel for ayriculture, which was the 
greatest industry in the country. Labour, 
which was given the same number, would 
include rural labour, agricultural and 
industrial labour. 


GETTING THE BEST SENATE 


With regard to the other industries, it 
might be said that with the development 
of their manafacturing industries they 
should get as. large a section from that 
as from azriculture, but he did not think 
that the time had vet come for that. They 
considered that nine would be sufficient to 
get. representative men and women who 
would have a thorouch knowledge of that 
section of their economic life. With 
regard to the administrative panel, seven 
members should be sufficient to enable 
them to avail themselves of the services 
of persons wh» had experience in public 
administration—either those who had ex 
perience by being members of some Govern 
ment, or by being, say, Chairmen of 
(‘ountvy Councils, or also. if it were cop 
sidered advisable. retired members of the 
Civil Service who had had exceptional! 
opportunity for studying and knowing the 
details of public admtnistration. 

As reeards the numbers, from what I 
have said, continued Mr. de Valera, |! 
think 1 have made it clear that we are 
not definitely tied to any of these numbers, 
1 should sev at this stage that our atti 
tude towards this whole measure is one 
of trving to get the best possible Senate. 
We are anx-‘ous to have the assistance of 
all parties in doing that. and any sugges- 
tion for the improvement of the Senate 
within the terms of the Constitution will 
receive full consideration from us.

cated there were certain bodies that might 
be allowed to nominate to the panel, and in 
order to get these bodies specified and 
identified, and to give to each the num 
ber it should be entitled to, there waw in 
the present bill a device—the Nominating 
Bodies Order. From year to year there 
would be made by the Government an 
Order specifying what bodies would be en- 
titled to put names upon the appropriate 
panel of candidates. The Order would be 
made in May each year, and would be 
laid before the House. 


GOVERNMENT'S DESIRE 


In this bill they were not specifying 
what bodies would be entitled to put names 
on the various panels, with the «ception 
of the Dail itself, which was to have the 
right to nominate members on each panel. 


‘If they allowed a small number of Dail 


members to put candidates on the panels 
it was pretty clear that these would be 
elected, and they would be practically ex- 
cluding the possibility of outside bodies 
vetting any of their nominees elected at 
all. His own belief was that outside 
bodies should be assured that roughly one. 
half of the number to be elected would be 
their nominees. In order, therefore, to 
keep down the number of nominations that 
could come from the Dail they had in. 
sisted on twenty-five deputies as the 
smallest nominating group. They could 
nominate fivé panel members. That figure 
would be reasonabie for all the groups save 
the educational and cultural group, which 
was allowed only five representatives all 
told. It would be possible in the bill as 
it stood for the Dail to nominate the whole 
five, and for those five to be the only ones 
elected. Perhaps in that case it would be 
wiser to insist on more than twenty five 
deputies as necessary to completo the 
nomination 

It was the desire of the Govern 
ment to have a measure of this sort agreed 
on, as far as possible, but they would have 
as many opinions as they had minds. The 
commission set up, and the discussions 
there, proved that. It was their desire 
to give way to anything that was reason 
able in the interest of unanimity. What 
should be the body that should decide 
from the panels and elect the Senate? 
There were two proposals—one was the 
Dail itself: the other that the electorate 
should consist of all the candidates for 
the Dail at the election preceding, there 
heing a vote for overs 1.000 first 
preferences cast for each! candidate, a 
fraction under 1.000 and over 500 being 
regarded as 1,000. He thouyht the second, 
while more cumbersome, made it less likely 
that the election would be hy a party 
machine. It would give a better oppor. 
tunity to smaller parties, and would pos 
sibly make party manceuvring more 


difficult. 
THE DAIL’S POWERS 


There was another provision to which 
there might be certain objections—the 
power of the Government to have itself the 
nominating body for interests “not 
organised at the moment, and which 
should be represented on the panel of 
names. There was also the power given 
to the Government to complete any panel 
which-an organisation failed to fill. The 
Dail would have power to annul, but 
not to amend, the Government’s proposa! 
Somebody had to initiate. The power of 
constituting itself a nominating body was 
unavoidable unless they put it in the 
hands of some body of the Dail

(Ves to a misunderstanding on 
the part of a railway official in 
Belfast, mail bags bearing the address 
of their destinations in Irish were 
returned from the Great Northerv 
Railway Station to the General Post 
Office on Wednesday to have the 
addresses translated into English 
As a consequence, there was a delay 
of twenty-four hours in the delivery 
of mails to Kells and Navan. 
At the request of the Free State postal 
authorities. the Belfast General Post Office 
has for some time past been delivering 
mails to these two districts, the mail bags 
bearing the Gaelic degignations—Ceanan- 
nus Mor and An Uaimh respectively—in 
addition to the English addresses. The 
intention is apparently to extend the 
practice to include all Free State destina- 
tions on the Great Northern system. 

The mail bags were accepted without 
question at the Belfast station of the 
G.N.R. until Wednesday last, when they 
were returned to the G.P.O. with the 
intimation that the Gaelic labels could not 
be understood, 


IN GAELIC ONLY 


It appears that the bags on this occasion 
bore the addresses in Gaelic only, and as 
the employés responsible for putting out 
the bags at the various stations did not 
understand the language, the bags were 
returned to the G.P.O. for the purpose of 
having the destination indicated in 
English. . | 

Mr. J. Lockhard, General Manager of 
the G.N.R., fold an /rish Times reporter 
yesterday that the railway company acted 
in the matter of mails merely as carriers, 
and so far as he was aware all bags were 
forwarded to their destinations irrespective 
of how th were addressed. What had 
happened in this instance had occurred 
through a misunderstanding, though, un. 
doubtedly. it would be of assistance to the 
employés to have the addresses indicated 
in English. : 

An offici-! at the General Post Office in 
Belfast expressed a similar opinion that it 
was of little importance whether the bags 
were addressed in English or in Gaelic so 
long as thev were addressed at all.

Abbey was not in territorial waters, and 
her capture, therefore, is nothing but 
sheer piracy,’’ 
the Anglo-Iberian 
last night. 

In an interview with a Press Association 
reporter. he said that they understood that 
the vessel was captured about nvon on 
Tuesday, and that the insurgents had 
taken her to Riveado 

““ So far we have received no news from 
her captain, Captain F. J. Griffiths, of 
Bebington.

The Dover Abbey left Antwerp on Wed 
nesday of last week for Spain with a cargo 
of maize and dried peas.

MANAGERS 


AA Scot: 


PROMISE OF STRONG 
ACTION 
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HE Department of Agriculture 
I yesterday issued a statement in 
reply to a circular from the ( eamery 
Managers’ Association, in which that 
body advised its members to export 
or store all their butter and taus keep 
it off the home market until ** -y got 
an increased price. The statement ' 
says that the Minister is prepared to 
take whatever measures may be 
necessary to ensure that butter will 
be available to the public at the pre- 
sent price, and advises traders and 
consumers to pay no more than they 
have been paying. 

The following is the statement :— 
In connection with a circular recently 
issued by the Irish Creamery Managers 
Association recommending creameries to . 
export. or store all their butter rather 
than sell it in this country at less than 
10s. per cwt. over the statutory minimum 
price, the Minister for Agriculture con- 
siders that this attempt to increase the 
cost of butter to home consumers is ill- 
advised in present circumstances. It 18 
sought to justify the rise by the fact that 
the retail price of creamery butter 
advanced recently to 1s. 4d. per lb. in 
Great Britain while here it still remains 
at 1s. 3d., the price ruling since May last. 
It should be remembered that when 
Saorstat butter was selling in Great 
Britain at 10d. per lb. home consumers 
were called upon to pay ls. 5d., as it was 
realised that in the interests of the farmer 
it was necessary to offset low export value 
by high domestic prices. For six years 
heme prices were higher and, at times, 
very much higher than outside values. It 
is rather short-sighted policy now to 
demand that the domestic price and the 
external price should be at the same level 
merely because the latter happens for the 
moment to be the more favourable for 
producers. 


“ WHATEVER MEASURES” 


The power to prescribe the wholesale 
price of butter sold in this country is 
vested in the Minister for Agriculture, 
who has to consider consumers as well as 
producers. He is prepared to adopt what- 
ever measures may be necessary to ensure 
that, as long as the existing Prices Order 
is in force, butter will be available to the 
public at present rates. Consequently, 
traders and consumers should not pay 
more for butter than they have been pay- 
ing in recent months. 

The circular to which the Minister 
refers was issued by the Irish Creamery 
Managers’ Association, 32 Kildare street, 
Dublin, dated 4th October, and signed by 
Mr. E. C. Semple, Secretary, as follows: 


THE CIRCULAR 


‘It would appear that the price of 
butter on the export market continues 
steadily to advance, and the statistical 
position appears to be exceptionally 
favourable for the producer. In face of 
these facts, we consider that it would be 
decidedly unwise for any manager to sell 
on the home market-at a lesser price than 


declared a spokesman of: 


he can command on the export market. 

“ We realise that the fixed price is 117s. 
(free on rail), but even in face of this 
fact we unhesitatingly and very strongly 
recommend managers to export all their 
butter, unless they can command some- 
where about the same delivered price for 
it on the home market as they can now 
quite readily command for it on the export 
market 

“And with regard to those creameries 
which, for ebvious reasons, ‘may be pre- 
cluded from selling on the export market, 
we consider that they would be consulting 
their own best interests by storing their 
present make, unless they can command 
for it the delivered. price suggested in 
our market report of even date. 


RESOLUTE ACTION 


“The procedure suggested may oblige 
the Government to AA sá action, In order 
that home demands may be satisfied, but 
we can scarcely conceive that it will have 
the hardihood to oblige the farmer to 
sell his butter under the world price, in 
order that the more or less, compara- 
tively, well-to-do may be provided with 
butter under costs of production. 

“The Minister for Agriculture is’ not 
blamable, but bureaucracy has, unfor- 
tunately, got control, and the conse- 
quences are becoming so deplorable that 
resolute action on the part of the body 
politic is imperatively urgent, unless we 
are prepared to hand over the govern- 
ment of the country to the civil. servants, 
and slavishly accept their dictatorship.

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Exchequer) last night touched on '' the 
growing signs of recovery’’ in his 
“speech at. the Bankers’ and Merchants’ dinner 
at the Mansion House, London. He said that 
1929 was, on the whole, a year of prosperity, 
but by 1931 the nation was plunged into the 
depths. This year, however, he continued, 
we have tor the first time climbed up again 
higher than we were in 1929 on the other 
sire of the valley. At last, as wé draw 
breath and look back, we can see that we 
are higher up the rising slope than we were 
in 1928 before the drop occurred. 

Tne volume of employment of the insured 
population, he said, was more than 10 per 
cent. m excess of 1929. The iron, steel and 
engimeering industries, wére producing one- 
third more, while the textile industry was 
producing over 5 per cent. more. The volume 
of Buitish shipping laid up in 1929 was nearly 
400,000 tons. This rose during the depression 
to over 2,000,000 tons, and had now fallen 
to 60.000 tons. The production of food, drink 
and tobacco was up by nearly 20 per cent. 
as compared with 1929, and that of boots and 
shoes by nearly 25 per cent. 

In international trade there had been a 
definite up-swing. during the past two years 
from the very low levels of the crisis period ; 
but, though the trend was more favourable, 
much remained to be achieved with the re- 
vival of international trade. 

In a reference to the next Budget Sir John 
Simon said: “ Both revenue and expenditure 
as a whole this year are following the course 
anticipated.”’ 


MR. MONTAGU NORMAN’S 
VIEW 


Mr. Montagu Norman, Governor of the 
Bank of England, said: ‘‘ Though I cannot 
see through the mists of the future with any 
certainty “whatever, 1 have a hope that 
perhaps by some miracle foreign bills may 
come again.

VIEWS ON ROOSEVELT'S 
SPEECH

NEW. YORK, Thursday. 


President Roosevelt’s Chicago speech on 
Tuesday, with its reference to the dangers 
of war and the impossibility of complete 
isolation, is being widely interpreted in 
financial circles here as a “feeler,” which 
may be the forerunner of an extensive 
national re-armament programme, accord- 
ing to the New York Times. | 

It adds that the probable effects of such 
a programme on the heavy industries have 
not been overlooked in financial quarters, 
and the absence of any immediate reaction 
on the stock markets was attributable to 
the fact that it was evident that a con- 
siderable time must elapse before any re- 
armament programme could be made 
effective. | 

In his speech the President dis- 
cussed the dangers to world peace, 
and contrasted the hi proportion 
of national income being spent on 
armaments in other countries with 
the expenditure of the United States. 

“ We are compelled, nevertheless, to 
look ahead,” he remarked, ‘‘We are 
determined to keep out of war. Yet we 
cannot insure ourselves against the 
disastrous effects of war and the dangers 
of involvement. We are adopting such 
measures as will minimise our risk of 
involvement, but we cannot have complete 
protection in a world of disorder in which 
confidence and security have broken 
down.” 


At a luncheon of the American Club in 
Paris yesterday M. Chautemps, the 
French Prime Minister, endo Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s references to international 
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have. it: 
they would not find any ideal method of 
electing it, There was no guarantee that 
the Senate would be any more vocational 
than the Dail, in which they found all 
sorts r , without this facalo of 
vocationalism.

His (Mr. Kelly’s) reason for intervening was 
to take exception to the small representation 
to be given to candidates representing cul- 
tural interests.

In the recent represéntation of 
Vublin University they had a doctor and, 
he thought, two professors, but he thought 
that that university would always have the 
one atmosphere, and the first consideration 
tor electors there would be the atmosphere 
that always surrounded that institution from 
its very inception. As to the National re- 
presentatives who had been in the Dail, one 
was a lady whose seat in that House he now 
occupied. He hoped that he could succeed 
to the spirit which actuated her when she 
was in the Dail. ‘They had another represen- 
Eas ót Fianna Fail- who had become a 
judge, i 

Mr. EVERETT (Labour) —Is that why he 
became a judge? 

Mr. KELLY—No, that was not the 
reason; but he was elected principally as a 
politician. The other representative from 
National University—Deputy McGilligan— . 
was a distinguished lawyer, but he was a 
first-rate politician; there was no doubt 
abont that. The universities would not add 
much to the cultural representation. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Independent Labour, 
Cork City) said that every member of the 
Fianna Fail Party, with the exception of 
the President, had performed a complete 
volte face on this measure, Fianna Fail

““ Abolish the Senate.’’ The same charge ap- 
plied to the official Labour Party.

THE ELECTORATE 


Speaking on the guestion of the electorate, 
he $aid there was not very much difference 
between the Dail as the electoral college and 
the electorate set out in the bill, but he 
thought that the latter method was better, 
because it could not, so easily be machined, 
and, therefore, he gave it a little preference. 
If there was any strong feeling in the Dail 
in favour of the House as the electoral college 
he did not think-the Government view would 
be sufficiently strong to fight against it. But 
the Dail as an electora] college was not the 
type of electorate that he should like to see. 
The new Senate would not be like the old one, 
in the sense that they could change the 
method of election at any time, and if they 
ultimately were going to get a satisfactory 
Senate it would be by adjustments from time 
to time to secure the best method.

BIG EXHIBITION IN 
LONDON

The history of Dublin, told in stamps. 
covers and cancellatiohs, and dating back to 
the middle of last century, will be one of the 
chief exhibits at the Stamp Exhibition which 
opens at Dorland Hall, London, on October 
16th. 

The exhibition was started last year as an 
experiment, but this year it will house some 
of the most valuable stamps in the world. 
The entire collection is valued at more than 
£150,000—a figure ten times greater than the 
estimated value of last year’s exhibits. 

The ground floor, first floor and gafie 
will be required to show the exhibits. The 
exhibition will be the largest of it“ kind ever 
organised in Britain. An innovation will be 
a section containing models of mail-carrying 
steamships, aeroplanes and flying boats, 

The issue of commemorative stamps 1n.con- 
nection with King George V.'s Silver Jubilee 
has given a tremendous impetus to stamp 
and cover collecting. A cover is an envelope 
bearing a stamp, often of a new issue, with 
a postmark of some distinctive kind. 
Statistics show that there are approximately 
$00,000 cover collectors in Britain, and 
10,000,000 in the: United States of America. 
The more valuable stamps will be kept in 4 
safe deposit during e hours when the 
exhibition is closed. The exhibition ends on 
October 25rd.

MINISTER OUESTIONED IN 
THE DAIL

“RR. NORTON, Labour, .Carlow- 
‘Kildare, asked the Minister fot 
Agriculture in the Dail, yesterday, 

if he would state the names of the Agrt- 
cultural Wages Board, and their qualifica- 
tions in each case; further, if he would 
state the sources from which nominations 
were made in respect of the appointment of 
the representative members of the Board. 

Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
replied that the names of the members oi 
the board were announced in /ris Uifigeui of 
May 4th last. One member, Mr. Thomas 
Ruane, Carnmore, Claregalway, Co. Galway, 
who represented the agricultural employers, 
had since died, and had been replaced by 
Mr. Martin Neilan, Kilcolaan Castle, Co. 
Galway. “The. members” qualifications were 
as prescribed in Section § of the Act. All 
the members of the Board were nominated 
by him (Dr. Ryan) on his own responsibility 
and in accordance with the Statutory require- 
ments. 

Mr. NORTON asked from what source 
the nominations came to: the Minister. 

The MINISTER said they came from County 
Committees of Agriculture, deputies, and 
others. The nominations were made by him. 

Mr. NORTON asked where did the 
nominations come from in the first instance 
There was grave doubt that the workers’ re- 
presentatives on the Board were not bona fide 
representatives at all. 

n reply to Mr. J. M. _ Dillon (U.I, 
Monaghan), the MINISTER said that the Mr. 
Neilan referred to was a former deputy of 
the Fianna Fail party. 

Mr. DILLON — Will the Minister say from 
what source he got Mr. Neilan’s name re- 
commended as a representative of the agri- 
cultural employers ? 

There was no reply. 


KILKENNY SANATORIUM 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the De- 
artment of Local ‘Bivssiaded and Public 
ealth (Dr. WARD), in reply io Mr. J. P. 

Pattison (Lab, Kilkenny) said that the 
question of amending the Tuberculosis Acts 
so as to provide for compulsory notification 
of all cases of tuberculosis and the control 
of the spread of infection had been under 
consideration in the Department for some 
time past, but no final decision had yet been 
arrived at. 

In further reply. Dr. WARD said that as 
regards the County Sanatorium in Kilkenny, 
it was primarily intended for the recéption 
of advanced cases of tuberculosis, and it was 
not correct to ribe it as wholly unsuit- 
able and totally ‘inadequate for the purpose. 
Under the approved prow f Kilkenny tuber- 
culosis scheme, early and moderately ad- 
vanced cases of the disease migh: be sent for 
treatment to Peamount Sanatorium, and 
whenever beds were not available in that 
institution they might be sent to Newcastle 
Sanatorium. The Central Hospital, Kil- 
kenny, had been approved for cases of surgi- 
cal eg it sis 7 the same he =, other 
county hospitals, but cases which could not 
be suitably dealt with there might be sent to 
institutions in Dublin approved for the pur- 
pose if application were made to the Depart- 


ment.

OVING the rejection of the County 
M Court Judges (Salaries) Bill in the 
Northern Parliament to-day, Mr. J. 
Beattie (Labour) said that no pa of the 
world was so well equipped with judges as 
Northern Ireland, and in ho part of the 
world was so much spent on the salaries of 
these gentlenmien. Some arfangement should 
made with the British Government in 
regard to the number of judges and the 
division of work between them, 

Mr. W. Nixon (Ind. U.), seconding, said 
that they were under no delusions. about 
the objects of the bill The Government 
wanted to increase the salary of the Geunty 
Court Judge of Tyrone, a former member of the 
House and Parliamentary Secretary. They 
also wished to give future six county judges 
increased salaries. Certain legal gentlemen, 
not many in the House, were getting ready 
for positions by making politica] speeches in 
praise of the Government at little “trick 
meetings. The bill was purposely intro- 
duced to encourage these orators. He often 
wondered if the Ministers introducing 
bills knew anything of the measures. 
There was not a Cabinet 
with the exception of Lord Craigavon, 
who was buss in his own department, er 
who knew anything of the bills until it was 
put in his hands 

Mr. R. Crawford (U.) said that he would 
have no part in passing the bill. The 
Parliamentarv Secretary, he said, had made 
ho case for the creation of the Tyrone judge- 
ship and there was little work for a lade 
in the area. The gentleman who previously 
held the position could spend six months 
of his free time each year in England. 

Mr. Beattie’s motion was defeated by 19 
votes to ó.

It would also assist many Dublin 
clubs by providing a venue at a reasonable 
cost, as well as being a factor in developing 
amateur boxing to the fullest extent.

JOHANNESBURG, Thursday. 


The Transvaal Nationalist Party 
Congress, who are supporters of Dr. 
D. F. Malan (leader of the official 
Opposition), carried by a large majority
